The scheme provides for the acquisition of 
the land shewn within the blue verge onthe plan of the scheme and described 
in the accompanying list. The land not required for roads will be 
relaid out in. building plots. If any plot is formed out of laud in one 
ownership the owner will have the option of exempting it from acquisition 
under section 78. It is also the intention of the Board to arrange that 
where a plot is formed principally out of land in one ownership such owner 
Shall have the opportunity of acquiring or retdining the new plot: where a 
masonry dwelling house is demolished the owner will be given the oppor- 
tunity of retaining a building site in the immediate neighbourhood.
